Dear Editor: 

We feel that the readers 
of your paper are entitled to 
some explanation of our ac¬ 
tion in placing the ad with 
reference to R-3 Zoning in 
Sierra Madre. Therefore, we 
are writing to state our 
position. 

First, it is our sinere and 
considered opinion the re¬ 
cent actions of the City 
Council have effectively re¬ 
duced the market value of 
R-3 lots in Sierra Madre 
about one-third from their 
V’alue prior to the imposition 
of the "lurgoncy” ordinance 
now in force. ’Twice during 
the Adjourned Council meet¬ 
ing on February 3 ,1965, the 
Mayor referred to the pre¬ 
sent status of R-3 lots as a 
“freeze.” When he was cau¬ 
tioned by one of the other 
Councilmen, he hastily cor¬ 
rected himself but he had 
already revealed the under¬ 
lying purpose of their ac¬ 
tions. 

We believe the action of 
the Council in enacting the 
new so-caller "urgency ordi¬ 
nance” was completely 
without justification. By 
copying the Arcadia ordi¬ 
nance (a City with entirely 
different problems), they 
have Imposed regulations on 
the use of R-3 lots that re¬ 
duce from one-third to one- 
half the number of units 
that can be built upon the 
land. More, they have de¬ 
manded side yard and area 
requirements that will force 
rentals up to levels well 
above an beyond the market 
demand in Sierra Madre.
